TASTY TENDER TURKEY 


Did you ever wonder how such a purely American bird as the 
turkey ever came to have such a strange nume’ The story has it that 
when the first voyagers arrived in this country they believed they had 
arrived in Asia, at a part known as Tartary or ‘‘urkestan. The birds 
found there were consequently named “Turkey” to snow that they> 
hailed from Asia. Even after the geography was straightened out, 
the name stuck and turkey it still i+, even though the name was a 
mistake. The turkey, although found {in America, wes taken to Europe 
and there domesticated, to be ieturned later *« its native land by 
colonists coming from Europe. 

Turkey meat is one of the best proteins, ana it has a flavor which 
seems to be enjoyed by anyone who eats meat at all. In buying turkey, 
most people choose the young hen. Pick out a bird that is tender, plump, 
fresh and not too old. It is a good plan to order just what you want 
from the butcher in advance. The weight of the bird will depend upon 
the size of the family—an 8 or 10 pound turkey may be iust right for 
a smeil family, while a larger turkey will be required for a greater 
ninaber of servings if the family is large. The turkey should be well 
washed and thoroughly dried before being stuffed. It is advisable to 
stuff the bird the day before it is to be used, after which it is returned 
to the ice box and kept cold. 

While turkey meat is easily digested in itself, many neople spoil 
a turkey dinner by a stuffing made of sticky white bread, and over- 
easoned with sage and onions. A fine stuffing may be made with the 
flowing mixture. Grind up enough Melha toast crumbs, which should 
then be moistened with a small amount of milk and any desired amount 
of the following added: Ground celery, raisins and minced olives. Bo. 
not use too many raisins, and make the mixture neither too dry nor — 
too moist. Only experience will teach vou to blend the right prepor-: 
tions to gain the flavor which your family most en‘oys. Serve a small 
vortion of this dressing with each serving of turkev, and any persdn 
in wood health may enioy it and not be disturbed after eating. 

)fter the turkey is stuffed it should he sewed un and weighed, 
Fyre twenty minutes of cooking for every pound, When it is time té 
cook the turkey, place it in a roaster, a covered roaster being® nre- 
ferred. A few pieces of bacon placed over the brerst will keep it from 
drying out. Start in a hot oven 550° F. for the first twenty minvtes, 
Re:dluce te 500° F. for the next ten minutes, then turn the fire.dawn 
so,a moderate temperature is maintained for the rest of the-roastinm. 
It is usually necessary to baste while roasting, unless the roaster is 
a self-basting one. During the last few minutes remove the coverfrom 
the roaster and brown the bird to a turn. Roasting is the most @ealar 
method of cooking turxey, as it imnroves the flevor which is \found 
in nv ether method of prenaration. If you will follow thece cire*tonr, 
I am sure vour turkey will be delicious, with a melting, tender flevor. 

With the turkey dinner also serve a raw soled, and one ot: twee 
cooked non-starchy vegetables. You mav add cranherrv sauce; 4fithe 
dessert is non-starchyv. For svecial occosions a festive dessert. may be 
added out of regard for the holiday svirit, but ordinarily a dessert of 
stewed fruit or gelatin will be all desired. ,

And why not?».Mothers are, first 
of all, human beings and liable to 
the failings of human beings. And 
that’s true of children, too. Chil- 
dren are by no means always a& 
blessing or a comfort to their par- 
ents. They are often a cause of 
considerable misery. igs 

It just doesn’t make sense to 
affirm that the woman who bears 
a child is necessarily happier than 
one who has not done so, or thas 
she has contributed more to the 
world than the one whose creative 
urge has followed a different bent. 

Children can be a great source 
of happiness, of course. No one 
can deny that, but then they can 
also be a great menace to the 
peace of mind, which is to say, 
happiness. A growing number of 
women feel they have Hved a full 
and satisfying life without having 
experienced motherhood.
